The lagoon is tested every spring to see - 


the amount of aluminum phosphate to use. 
This test is done by the the ministry of 
environment. 

These tests are not a secret, he said. 

Mr. Barton said he felt the lagoon was 
not the cause of the pollution on the lake. 

The flow of the water is very slow. 
Actually, said Mr. Barton, the lake 1s just a 
widening of the river. The water entering

they were completely empty except for a 


. hearth. This is quite ‘‘bizarre’’, he said. 


Some of the mounds were used, not only 
for burials but for storage. In one case, Mr. 
Barber was able to find over 1500 
Chenapodium seeds. This is commonly 
known as Lamps Quarters. 

Chenapodiums were used in the Ohio 
Valley as food stuffs and were probably one 


of the first plants to be cultivated, he said. . 


There are two distinct areas in the Moira 
Valley, that Mr: Barber has been searchin 
during the last two summers. South o 
Foxboro to the Bay of Quinte where there 
was an abundant supply of fishing, and

OTTAWA — (SF) — It’s always tougher to gather the 
news and gossip when Parliament is in recess. 

While the House is sitting, newsmen can corner a 
pis aif to ask questions, and usually they get answers 
of a sort. 


The form is to wait in the government lobby of the 
House of Commons as the daily A eestion Period is ending. 
Ministers have to leave the House, and must run the 
gauntlet of questing journalists. 
With some ministers, you can wait all wed for a phone 
earing from 
even the lowliest staff member. They can't duck you after 
Question Period, though, and usually news is produced 
from the group sessions which develop. 


With Parliament in recess, the newsman’s only option 
is to wait outside cabinet as the meeting begins and ends, 
to try buttonholing the minister who happens to be 
newsworthy that day. Sometimes he'll stop and answer; 


‘sometimes he won't. 


That's why most stories out of Ottawa when Parliament 
is in recess come from press releases or carefully staged 
press conferences. You get the news the government 
wants you to get, largely, during a recess. Not only is it 


tougher to get at the newsmakers, it’s also tougher to 
develop issues in public because the opposition can't ask 
questions in Parliament. Most of the opposition members 
aren’t even there. 

The current Parliamentary recess was more than 
welcome to the Trudeau government, it was a vital 
political necessity. Liberal political fortunes haven't been 
lower since the 1958 Diefenbaker sweep election, and the 
government wanted to cool news from Ottawa. 

With two important by-elections coming in the middle 
of October, the pists government was crying for 
first aid and the blessed relief from the firing line which 
comes from a Parliamentary recess. 

Not only does the flack diminish recess, but the 
government has the opportunity to indulge in cosmetics 
like a cabinet shuffle — old faces for new; 
switching those who have blown it to lesser jobs or to the 
back benches, promoting the likely MPs to the 
of cabinet rank. 

Odds are this year that the attitudes around Parliament 
Hill won't have changed too much by the time the next 
session of Parliament opens, in spite of the summer 
recess doldrums.

Three or four years ago this corner complained in print 
about the noise pollution caused by these huge trucks. It 
wasn’t long before a rash of letters arrived, one or two from

Yes, I agree that most truckers are great people. They 
may ,even be as good a group as the popular country and 
western songs depict them. But their machines are an abomi- 
nation as far as I’m concerned. in 

Let one teen-ager with a faulty muffler boom through 
town and every police car within miles converges on him. 
But these behemoths of trade, the 18-wheelers and the 24- 
wheelers and the crashing diesels can bang away on the 
highway like a young war looking for some place to do battle 
and no one stops them. 

“When my original complaint was printed, it wasn’t long 
before the provincial department of transportation and com- 
munications announced that something would be done about 
noise pollution. At that time, Jimmy Auld was the minister 
of that portfolio and he said police would be equipped with 
portable machines which could be set up at strategic places 
along the highways to measure noise pollution. 

But Mr. Auld disappeared into political limbo and his 
plan, as far as I'm aware, was never carried out. I said at 
the time that it was a good idea but something happened 
to delay it.

using our highways but I do not think those licence fees give : 


them the privilege of polluting the air. You cannot stand 


on a street corner and talk in our town when one of those 
huge obscenities goes through town. 

I’m convinced that the noise decibels climb a whale of a 
lot higher from a diesel crashing up a hill than a hollywood 
muffler. I know next to nothing about trucks or mufflers 
but I’m sure a great deal more could be done by trucking 
firms to alleviate the noise pollution. I know, too, that the 
better the sound is muffled, the less power the engine has 
but I have to carry noise pollution devices and air pollution 
devices on my car so why can’t the trucking firms be forc- 
ed, by law, to do the same thing? 

Miles-per-gallon are also diminished by efficient muffling 
systems but, again, everyone else must have an efficient 
muffler so why not trucks? Or buses, too, for that matter. 

The highway traffic act is quite clear. It says it is an of- 
fence for which the owner of the vehicle can be fined, as 
well as the driver, if the motor vehicle is not equipped with 
a muffler in good working order and which is in constant 
operation so as to prevent *‘excessive or unusual noise.” 

And there’s the rub. Who.is to say what is excessive or 
unusual? Most of us are so stupified by the noise all around 
us these days that we automatically raise. our own voices - 
a couple of decibels when a truck goes whining past. We put 
up with it. Se

The declaration acknowledges the Great 
Lakes as a ‘‘unique sre aes resource of 
regional benefit as well 
historjeal, cultural and economic signifi- 
cance to the people’ of Canada and the 
-United States. 

“Ontario is very much aware of its 


“responsibility to provide effective man- 


agement of the Great Lakes water resource 
and to protect and regulate development of 
the coastal lands and waters of the lakes,’’ 
Mr. Davis said. 

‘We in Ontario are pleased to join with 
ouf neighbors in the ,eight Great Lakes 


‘ states ina program aimed at creating 


among the public a greater interest in the 
lakes as a valuable natural resource worthy 
of their concern,’’ he added. . 

The Great Lakes Awareness _Month 
program.was developed by the Great Lakes 
Basin Commission, a regional organization 
representing eight. states and the U.S. 
federal government. Canada participated 
in the program planning through represen- 
tatives of Environment Canada and the 
Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources. 
“Only recently, my Ministry in 
co-operation with Environment Canada 
completed a detailed study of shore erosion 
and flood damage ‘on the Lower Great 
Lakes and produced a technical report and 
atlas which will be of assistance in 
pesaing future lakeshore uses,’’ Natural 

esources Minister Leo Bernier said. 

As part of the Great Lakes Awareness 
Month program, a public involvement 
workshop will be held in Buffalo, N.Y., on 
— er 30 during which citizen 
delegates from the eight Great Lakes states 
and Ontario will discuss ways of 
encouraging an increased public interest 
and concern for problems facing the lakes.

While Great Lakes Awareness Month

The regulated trucking industry in Ontario has found a 
way to keep costs down yet transport livestock in a safe 
and humane manner. Most of the larger firms. have 
introduced ‘‘possum-belly’’ transports which hold more 
cattle, lambs and hogs than conventional equipment. 
With high labour and fuel costs, this enables the live- 
stock transporters to maintain prices instead of raising 
them. Possum-belly trucks (or ‘‘pots’” as the truckers 
call them) have a low-slung section between the axles 
and are divided into compartments to make more 
efficient use of space within the limits established for 
size and weights of trailers. The penning arrangements 
in the trailer allow for the segregation of animals 
according to size and weight, giving the transporter 
more possibilities of arranging his load. By the con- 
ventional method of flatbed truck, 26 to 28 1,000-pound 
cattle could be loaded on a 42-foot trailer. Forty-two 
to 44 will fit in a possum-belly of the same size. The , 
pots can also carry as many as 400 lambs or. 200 hogs” 
in one trip. Possum-bellies are mainly used on long 
runs to bring cattle to central gathering points such 
as the ‘Ontario Stockyards in Toronto. They are also 
used to transfer cattle, to abattoirs, meat packing 
companies and Montreal. United States shippers trans- 
port livestock as far as border points such as Sarnia 


and Fort Erie.. Canadian truckers then bring the cattle 
to Toronto in pots.

In addition. huge amounts of foreign beef are still being 
shipped into Canada from Australia, New Zealand and the 
United States. The mess in the dairy cattle business has 
also had a distinct effect on beef producers. Dairymen are 
culling herds at a great rate, getting rid of the poor produc- 
ers to cut their production by as much as 20 per cent at the 
urging of the federal government. 

These heavy marketings of dairy cattle have had to 
play a part in the disappointing returns to beef produc- 
ers. At one time, Ontario consumers were eating Holsteins 
sold as ‘beef’ cattle to the tune of 40 per cent of the market. 

The old law of supply and demand doesn’t always work 
and it is my personal opinion that the federal government 


“ts slowly blackmailing beef producers into accepting supply 


management through a beef marketing board, controlled 
entry into beef production and a quota system. 

Beef producers have consistently refused to accept the 
philosophy of production centrols. To their own undoing. 
unfortunately. 

Supermarkets, by the way, *have been most responsible 
during this glut of beef. They have been co-operating 
throughout the last year or more by using beef specials 
almost every week. They. too. realize the unfortunate 
position many.beef producers are in. They have promoted 
the sale of beef constantly in an effort to help producers. 

Traditionally. summer months are. the best “for beef 
producers. Prices are supposed to increase in early June 
and climb to a peak by mid-July. remain high until the end 
of August and slowly drop as the outdoor barbecue season 
ends. 

That did not happen this year and many producers were 
counting on that expected increase to keep the wolf from 
their dgors and keep their bankers happy. It will be a grim 
autumn and winter for many of them across Ontario. 

Many of them will keep struggling. work harder, do 
without new equipment both at the barn and in. the home, 
go a little deeper into debt but continue to hope for better 
things next year.

There’s always been speculation that 
these were few in number - perhaps 
Pitfield, perhaps the late Fernand 
Cadieux - or didn’t exist because the PM is 
so complete A ‘“Joaner’’. While there is a 
“court” of sorts around Trudeau, ‘full of 
reserve, awe, even over-respect, and 
occasional sycophancy, all such factors 
simply add up to insulation for the Prime 
Minsiter from the intimate and confident- 
ial relations so much the stock of our 


politics.

A 
fiercely independent section of the farming community is 


against not only stabilization plans but any form of collective 
marketing as well. 
I am aware of the costs involved. The income stabilization 


- program in British Columbia has cost a lot of money. It was 


said after the B.C. plan was implemented that such a pro- 
gram in Ontario could break the province. 

Farmers in B.C. fear now that the present government — 
the plan was implemented by the New Democratic party — 
is backing off in introducing the plan to any other sectors of 
the agricultural community. The Social Credit government 
is making.haste slowly, say some farmers. 

So far, the plans have cost the government more than $47 


million in two years. That's a lot of money in any man’s lan- 


guage. 

It cost $20 million in 1974 and $27 million in 1975. The Soc- 
reds have alloted another $27 million for 1976. 

Can Ontario afford such a plan? ~ 

‘There are more farmers if this province and much more 
produced than in British Columbia. It could cost Ontario tax- 
payers ‘double the amount. Don't misunderstand me: the 
farmers of B.C. pay into the plan much the same as every- 
body else pays insurance premiums but the premiums could 
not possibly take care of losses in a bad year. Some type of 


‘ subsidization is absolutely necessary if an income stabiliza- 


tion plan is tobe implemented. ~ Sees 

Farmers are justifiably upset in B.C. because the govern- 
ment is suggesting that the rates of income being paid to 
farmers be frozen for a year retroactive to Jan. 1, 1976. With

are concerned. Nobody — but nobody — is being asked to 
accept frozen wages. Even the Anti-Inflation Board guide- 
lines allow around 10 per cent and some settlements have 
been much higher than that. 

Why are farmers: the only sector of the economy being 
asked to take a cut in pay? Even the controversial Ontario 
plan is based on a 95 per cent return in labor and investment. 
Can you see labor unions or big business accepting a 95 per 
cent return? Not bloody likely. 

In B.C., the farm income assurance plan is already in 
place for dairy, swine, field tomatoes, tree fruits, green- 
house vegetables, beef, broiler hatching eggs, table eggs, 
blueberries and sheep. 

The federation of agriculture in that province still hopes 
to get regulations for peas, carrots, beans, raspberries, 
strawberries, turkeys and broiler chickens. 

If costs for the present plans have hit $47 million in two 
years and the rest of these plans are implemented, think of 
how much more it will cost in future years. 

Which is just what Ontario is trying to avoid. I can think of 

no better way to alienate the consumers in this province than 
by implementing plans that will take money from an already 
dwindling treasury. , 
* But don’t ask me for a solution. No other sector of the 
economy deserves to be paid a reasonable return than the 
farmers of this \province. They are the most important. part 
of the economy, bar none, in my humble opinion. Agriculture 
still accounts.for more than 43 per cent of the gross national 
product. If anybody deserves a break it is the farmer. 

But you can’t get blood from a stone and I think all sectors 
of the economy should take long, hard looks at any income 
stabilization plan or farm income assurance plans. 

Which is what the opposition NDP and the Liberal party 
forced the legislature to do.
